Having at last got settled here in 
France, will drop you a few lines. 
We have been in this country for ov­

The country here is untouched by

Somewhere iii France, 
October 27, 1918. 


Deaf Friend:— 
Having at last got settled here In 
France, will drop you a few lines. 
We have been iii this country for ov­ 
er a month now and 
after 
moving 
about from camp to camp and billet 
to billet, have been stationed at a 
camp hospital, which our company is 
now operating. 
The country here is untouched by 
w ar’s ruthless hand and, 
being 
far 
form the battleline, you 
would 
not 
know that this nation is at war. The 


country is very beautiful, the climate 
mild, but damp. 
We are in the south- 
3m part of France, in tile grape re­ 
gion, and the people depend largely 
upon the wine produced as a means 
of Income, 
This yoar-3 grape 
crop 
has just been harvested. 
The building in which the hospital 
is located was built in 1861 by a Rus­ 
sian Prince and was used by him as 
a summer home . He lies buried in a 
beautiful tomb at the foot of the hill, 
The structure is very imposing, five 
storied stone structure and is a good 
example of French architecture. The 
interior woodwork is mainly 
black 
oak. There are many mirrors, statues, 
and several marble stairways. 
On account of the dampness of the 


climate, we were ordered out of our 
billet, into our pup tents and despite 
their smallness are very comfortable 
besides preserving tin* health of tie* 
men.

Wyer, in an address to the represent 
tallies of municipalities and the gas 
managers of the mid-continent field, 
told them that they were about to be 
put under licenses; that any one who 
did not sto;> tile wasting of gas would 
lose his license to handle it.

the tiiix* is not far distant until at 
least tho smaller distributing plants 
xviii he left with nothing but an emp­ 
ty or gasless distributing plant. 
Ah a practical proposition that goes 
to the very root of the whole con­ 
servation question, I made the state­ 
ment this morning aud this after­

quate price.
